The position of the railroads, aa 
indicated in questioning of P. A. Lee; 
representing the Farm«rs G r a i n 
Dealers’ association, was that the in­ 
ter-state rates from North Dakota 
points to Minneapolis were too low, 
and that if there is any discrimina- 
lion to be removed it should be re­ 
moved by raising those rates instead 
of decreasing North Dakota intra­ 
state rates. Since thd proportion of 
business moving from point to point 
>> within the state is very small as com­ 
pared to inter-state movement of 
"rain, a decrease in the former would 
benefit fármers of North Dakota very 
little while an increase in the latter 
would cost them a great deal of 
money, according to Attorney Hag- 
man of the Great Northern.

Another exhibit showed that wheat 
constitutes by far the largest amount 
of tonnage developed by railroads in 
North Dakota, He showed 6£11 cars 
of wheat, or 2,754353 tons of wheat, 
originated in North Dakota in 1922 
and this constituted 47.36 percent of 
all freight originated in the -state 
during the year. Sixteen classes of 
—1 acricoltaral -products produced 72.13 
I percent of all the traffic originating 


in the state, this including flour 
manufactured, and an .additional 4 
percent was listed under animals and 
products. Eighteen percent of the 
traffic originating^in the state is 
lignite- coal, while 
manufactured 


goods comprised a little less than 2 
pejceat of the total traffic. Wheat

The 
Northern Pacific failed by 21.6 cents 
on each $1 spent for operating ex- 
penses required to make the $1.54 
return on its system in general, while 
in North Dakota in like ratio it fail- 
ed by 12.5 cents per $1 to make the 
$1.49 required to yield the 5% per 
cent on capital employed.

Wheat The Big Itmn 
Another exhibit showed that wheat 
constitutes by far the largest amount 
of tpnnagc developed by railroads in 
North Dakota. He showed 6,811 cars 
of wheat, or 2,754,953 tons of wheat, 
originated in North Dakota in 1922 
and this eonatituted 47.36 percent of 
all freight originated in the 
state 
during the yfear. 
Sixteen classes of 
agricultural products produced 72.13 
percent of all the traffic originating 
in the state, this 
including 
flour 
m.anufacturcd, and an .additional 4 
percent was listed under'anim als and 
products. 
Eighteen percent of 
the 
traffic 
originating, in the 
state is 
lignite 
coal, 
while 
manufactured 
goods comprised a little les.s than 2 
pejcent of the total traffir. 
Wheat, 
he showed, averaged 40,448 tons to 
tlio carload while all otiier commo­ 
dities averaged 33,627 tons. 
Another 
exhibit was 
intended to 
show that traffic is handled cheaper 
in North Dakota than in other states. 
Taking the ^Northern I’acific as an 
example, he said it could move 82.9 
tons of freight and 6'.i 
passengers 
for p opurating expense outside of 
ijfljoita,,while in North Dakota 
it could ninve^)0.6 tons of 
freight 
and Rdven passengers for $1 operating 
expenso. 
His ' exhibit ^loW ed $7.3H 
capital was employei) in such move 
ment outside of 
North Dakota 
to 
$5.93 in Nojfh' Odkmt 
Coining f'o flia,(^ekt 
rail roads oporat _ 
, 
however, it was shown in an exhibit 
that the carriers, according to their 
reports from 
which 
the 
exhibits 
were made,' ‘did not earn the 5-3* per 
cent return rontemplated by the In­ 
terstate Commeree Commission. The 
Northern I’acific failed by 21.6 cents 
on each $1 spent for operating ex­ 
penses required to make the $t..á4 
return on its system in general, while 
in North Dakota in like ratio it fail­ 
ed by 12.5 rents per $1 to make the 
$1.49 required to yield the 5^)4 per 
cent on capital employed. 
If the railroads, on the basis of 
their figures, made the 6'34 percent 
return, anil the money wap derived 
from increased freight rates, the per­ 
centage increase of freight revenue 
would he 21.89 percent for the entire 
system and 12.39 percent for 
North 
Dakota. 
The exhibits 
showed, it was 
ex­ 
plained, that greater return was made 
on the rnpital employed in North Da­ 
kota than in the system in general, 
but that in both cases the revenue 
was deficient. 
Not Making Too Much 
‘‘This is submitted purely for in­ 
form ation,” Mr. .Smart said, “and on 
the basis of the reports shows that if 
there is any 
adjustm ent in 
grain 
rates in North Dakota it will be not 
because the carriers are making too 
niueh money but because of discrim­ 
ination.” 
•Coming to tile 
question of 
dis­ 
crimination the witness displayed a 
prepared exhibit showing rates from 
various points within the state as 
compared to 
rates in 
neighboring 
states and inter-state rates. 
The intra-state rate in North Da­ 
kota on wheat for a 400 mile haul is 
29 cents, in Minnesota it is 17 cents 
nnd the rate indicuted by the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission is 2514 
cents, Mr. Smart said. 
He compared 
this to rates from 
Minneapolis to 
Steele, on

•Facific; 
Church’s Ferry on the Great North­ 
ern and Hague on the Soo lines, all 
from 380 to 395 miles.

Minneapolis the rate was shown to 
be 28 cents, distance 567 miles¿ while 
from Mott to Grand Forks the rate 
was 29 cents, the distance but 404 
miles. 
A railroad representative in­ 
terposed that the shipment to Minn­ 
eapolis would he over one line while 
to Grand Forks it would he over two 
lines. 
From 
Bismarck to 
Minneapolis, 
435 miles, the rate shown was 2314 
cents; from Bismarck to Fargo, 21 
cents, distance 194.2 miles; from Bis­ 
marck to Grand Forks, 30 cents, dis­ 
tance 272 miles. 
The exhibits, showing the rates to 
the

During the discussion, Mr. 
Smart 
said that the western railroads made 
a fairly good financial showihg for 
the first five montlis of 1922, while 
lately there has been a falling off in 
liusiness, hut that an exceptionally 
heavy grain movement was anticipat- 
eil. On (luostioning by a representa­ 
tive of the carriers, Mr. Smart said 
the reports of the Interstate

ntion the leadership can be such as 
to bring al)out the cooperation of 
farm ers in reducing their acreage in 
such a way to wipe out the wheat 
surplus in our eountry.

upon wheat out of business unless 
relief is furnished. 
“During the Inst session of Con­ 
gress wheat farm ers of the west 
asked for a specific guaranty for 
wheat. This was dented by Congress, 
chiefly because eastern nnd south­ 
ern farm ers were opposed to it, be­ 
lieving it to he economirally un­ 
sound. 
When two farm ers say "No” 
to every farm er who makes a re­ 
quest for a guaranteed price it is 
natural for Congress to take no ac­ 
tion. Many farm ers in the hard wheat 
belt are now convinced that the 
proposal to Congress should be modi­ 
fied in such a way that it will se­ 
cure the approval af Congress nnd 
bring great relief to them nnd other 
wheat growers throughout the United 
States. 
Endorses Proposal 
"The proposal made by A Ib(^ B. 
DeNault, Jamestown, to the Reso­ 
lutions Committee at the Chicago 
Wheat Conference in behalf of our 
delegation from North Dakota has 
been taken up by the Valley City 
Rotary Club, whicK has become very 
active in securing the cooperation 
of other Rotary Clubs and other 
organizations with the idea of giving 
the proposal wide publicity and giv­ 
ing active assistance in getting a 
large 
number 
of 
people 
of 
the 
eountry, particularly in the west, 
back of it. 
It is the belief of the 
Valley City Rotary Club that the 
proposal is absoIn:eIy sound from 
the economic standpoint, that it is 
entirely workable, that it will with 
proper cooperation put the growing 
of wheat upon a paying basis, and 
th at Congress can be induced to 
pass 
the 
necessary legislation if 
Rotary clubs, Kiwanis clubs. Farm ers 
Clubs, and all kinds of commercial 
and industrial clubs will ¿fet bacx 
of it. 
It is believed th at eastern 
commercial interests should be ju st 
os much interested as western wheat 
farm ers in spv|ng euch farm ers from 
ruin and restoring their purchasing 
power. 
“To my mind a lopsided prosperity 
cannot last. Thew states which now 
report prosperity will find that if: 
wheat farmers become insolvent, to 
which they are fast headed, the pros­ 
perity structure will «rumble. 
'“Now, wUat is the proposition 
which Congress is asked to consider7 
“It is very simple. 
“Let the United States Grain Cor­ 
poration be revived as an emergency 
measure, with a capital of $60,000,000, 
with full power to purchase and sell 
wheat and with the declared purpbse 
of obtaining as far as possible for 
wheat growers the cost of production 
plus a reasonable profit. Under aucb 
a law the first and most natural- 
thing to do is, to Handle the entira 
wheat crop of the United States and 
segregate the exportable snrplne in 
sneH a way that it w ill not as now 
fix the pricee for ell wheet eoid knd 
used in the United Stetee. Snch snr-
